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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the Applicant's arguments that 
Jackson et al. is "devoid of any teaching that the two-dimensional data may be used to locate three-dimensional data thereby gaining 
processing efficiency by processing three-dimensional data only at the locations revealed by the two-dimensional data' 1 , the limitations 
are not stated explicitly in the claims. The arguments are based on a method of sequential steps of first processing a two-dimensional 
image, and then processing a three-dimensional image. However, the claims do not recite such sequential steps. Jackson et al. teaches 
processing a two dimensional image to identify a pluarlity of addresses which are characteristic of three dimensional features (col. 6, 
lines 40-45). Futher, Jackson et al. teaches processing the three dimensional image only at those addresses which correspond to two 
dimensional addresses characteristic of three dimensional features (col. 6, lines 32-40). The data of the addresses of the two 
dimensional image and three dimensional image correspond to the same addresses (see col. 6, lines 32-45, where the three-dimensional 
and two-dimensional processes the same addresses or "area of interest"). 
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
